This document also shows a smoking material (claim 1) comprising (see p. 6. 1. 
12-22) a non-polyol aerosol generator (1 part or 5% triacetin), up to 20%wt 
tobacco (0%), binder not more than 20%wt (2.3 parts or 1 1.5% sodium 
carboxymethylcellulose) and not less than 30%wt inorganic filter (2.92 parts Ca 
carbonate, 0.95 parts of bentonite and 5 parts magnesite resulting in approx. 
45%wt inorganic filler). 

4) . The additional features of the following claim are also known from this document:

- claims 18-22: see p. 6, 1. 23-27. 

5) . Dependent claims 13, 23 and 24 do not contain any features which, in 

combination with the features of any claim to which /they refer, meet the require- 
ments of the PCT in respect of inventive step, the reasons being as follows: 

- the slight difference in %age of binder compared to example 4 of the cited 
document is not considered to be inventive 

- the arrangement of the smoking article according to claims 23 and 24 is common 
in the art. 

6) . The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT, 
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because the subject-matter of claims 25 and 26 is not new over US-A- 
5056537(see figs.). The elutable aerosol generator is polyhydric alcohol (claim 15) 
exactly as preferred on p. 5, bottom para, of the present application. 

7) . The subject-matter of claims 27 and 28 is not inventive over a combination of the 

two cited documents.
